Text of the Lesson, Matt. v, 1-16, 
Memory Verses, 2-9—Golden Text, 
Matt. v, 8—Commentary Prepared oy 
Rev. D. M, Stearns. 


This so called “Sermon on the 
Mount.” in which we are to have siz 
consecutive lessons, might be entitled 
“The Laws of the Kingdom” and is 
followed in chapters vill and ix by 
some features of the kingdom in the 
way of various healings, for when the 
kingdom comes “the inhabitant shall 
not say, I um sick” (Isa. xxxill, 24). 
The first four chapters of this gospel 
might be entitled the genealogy of 
the Kiog, the birth of the King, the 
herald of the King and the victory of 
the King over the god of this world. 
The precepts of these chapters shail 
be fully lived out in the kingdom 
when it is set up on this earth and 
should be manifest now in those who 
by His precious blood have become 
joint heirs with the King, Although 
the multitudes were near Him, it is 
evident from verses 1 and 2 that He 
spoke these words to His disciples 
and not to the multitude. Compare 
Luke vi, 20, but do not confuse these 
two sermons, In the one He went up 
into a mountain and sat down and 
taught, but in the other He came down 
from a mountain and—stood in the 
plain. The two discourses are in many 
respects the same as to the teaching, 
but they were spoken at different times, 
under different circumstances, and ret 
in both cases to His disciples. What 
folly for an unsaved person to say, 
“The Sermon on the Mount is my re- 
ligion: the Golden Rule is my motto.” 
If the Ten Confmandments written on 
tables of stone with the finger of God 
are a ministration of death (11 Cor. 
iil, 7, 9, what about these same com- 
mands as explained by our Lord in 
this discourse, in which He says that 
a sinful look is as much the breaking 
of the command as a sinful act? The 
law was not given till the people were 
redeemed by blood from the land of 
bondage, and God never sets His law 
before an unsaved person but to con- 
demn him, that as a lost one he may 
receive Jeans Christ. who is the end 
of the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth (Rom, x, 4). Such 
only are the truly “blessed” according 
to Ps, xxxil, 1. 2: Rom. iv, 6% ‘Then 
we have seven characteristics of these 
blessed or happy people which corre- 
spond with the seven petitions in the 
prayer of chapter vi, 9-18. The praver 
begins “Our Father.” and only redeem. 
ed people can say truly these words, 
All others come under the bead of John 
vill, 44. Only the poor in-spirit can 
say from the heart, “Hallowed be Thy 
name,” for others prefer to exalt their 
own name. We pray. “Thy kingdom 
come,” but we mourn hecause of the 
curse which rests on all the earth till 
the kingdom comes.

HOW INSECTS BREATHE. 


System of Tubes That Run the Length 
of Their Bodies. 
Landlubber animals have lungs, and 
seu creatures have gills. But insects 
have neither one nor the other. They 
bave a complex system of tubes run- 
ning throughout the whole length of 
the body by means of which air is con- 
veyed to every part of the system. As 
they are destined to contain nothing 
but air, they are strongly supported to 
guard against collapse from pressure. 
This support is furnished by means 
of a fine thread running spirally with- 
in the walls of the tube, much in the 
same way that a garden hose js pro- 
tected with wire. There are generally 
two of these tubes which run the 
whole length of the insect’s body. 
Many files, as larvae, live in the wa- 
ter. Arranged along each side of their 
bodies is a series of exceedingly thin 
plates, into each of which runs a se- 
ries of blood vessels. These plates act 
and absorb th® oxygen contained in 
the water. The tail ends in three 
feather-like protections, By means of 
these the larva Gauses currents of wa- 
ter to flow over the gills, and thus their 
efficiency is increased. 
The gnat also lives in the water as 
a larva. But it bas no gills; there. 


' fore it cannot breathe the oxygen in 


the water, but must breathe air. This 
is dove by means of a spicade situated 
at the tip of its tail. Indeed, peane 
is prolonged into a little tube. The 
larva floats along bead downward ip 
the water with this tube just above 
the surface to enable it to breathe. 
After some time it is provided with 
two little tubes, which act in the same 
manner.—Chicago Tribune, 


Breaking Them to the Yoke. 

Edward Lisle, whose “Observations 
on Husbandry” was published in 1757, 
described the method employed by bis 
“oxhind" or cattleman to break cattle 
to the yoke: “He yoked two of the 
steers, being two yearlings, together 
and so suffered them to walk about 
the ground where there were bo pits 
or ditches for them to receive hurt by. 
He also tied together the busby parts 
of their tails, the reason of which was 
because they should not be able to 
turn their beads to each otber so as 
to strike one anotber witb their borns 
or by bending their necks too mucb by 
endeavoring to face one another and 
then striving break their necks.” In 
this condition the oxhind let them go 
on the ground, if without holes or 
ditches, all night or else turned them 
into an empty open barn so yoked and 
thus treated them two or three times 
before be worked them,

LEGISLATION THAT WILL BENE- 
FIT THE HOMESTEADER 


J. G. Turriff Introduces a Bill Provid- 
ing that’ Worthless Homesteads 
“May be Relinquished—Under Pres- 
ent Law the Settler May not 
Abandon a Homestead to Acquire 
a More Desirable One. 


Ottawa.—Mr. J. G. Turriff has intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 
Lands act, which rcceived its en 
reading. The object of the bill is to 
provide in the case of a person who is 
entitled to a purchased homestead and 
who makes entry for one, but who, | ¢ 
either through some fault of his own 
or wide some misfortune, has enter- 
ed for A piece of land which is abso- 
lutely worthless, 

nder the’ act at present it is. im- 
possible for a person to abandon a 
worthless piece of land and get an- 
other quarter section, and he not 
only forfeits his entry fee, but also 
the $160 which he has paid on account 
of the principal, 

The amendment proposes that. with- 
in six months a man may have the 
opportunity of going to the land office, 


abandoning his worthless quarter sec- 
tion, substituting another in its place, 
and get credit for the amount of 
money paid on account of the princi- 
pal on the first section. 

A return tabled in the house of com- 
mons at the request of Mr. Monk, 
shows that the naval defence pro- 
gramme is $5,470, including $2.524 for 
salaries and $1, 719 for travelling ex- 
penses, Four experts and technical 
officers have already been engaged.

The head 
was purchased from Howard Douglas, 
superintendent of national parks, by 
Richard Becord, of this city, for $350. 


Halley’s Comet Visible 
Vancouver.—For the first time on 
the Pacific coast, Halley’s comet has 
been discovered on its Fig gy oy 
proach to the earth.

den, late chief engineer of N. T. R.

The motion states that while it is 
not deemed advisable to take any ac- 
tion which might prejudice the posi- 
tion of either of the parties to arbi- 
tration proceedings now in progress 
yet the allegations involve such grave 
charges against a portion of the en- 
gineering staff as to make it desirable 
that they should be investigated.

Brown, of the New York Central rail- 
way, who was the orator at the Found- 
er’s Day exercises at Cornell recently, 
said he is going to ask President 
Jacob Gould Schurman, to furnish 
men among the Cornel] graduates to 
direct the work of developing the 
abandoned and worn out farms in this 
state, which the railroad company is 


buying. 
“The movement is not philan- 
thropic,” said President Brown. ‘It 


is one of self-preservation, as soon as 
we have sufficiently proved one farm 
we shall sell it ,and take another in 
another county.’’ 


Land Surveyors to be Incorporated 

Edmonton.—The Dominion land sur- 
veyors residing ‘in the province, are 
making arrangements to seek incor- 
poration at the coming session of the 
legislature. Their object as announced 
is not to form a close corporation, but 
rather to improve the standard of the 
rofession in the province and with 
thi his end in view the proposed board of 
examiners will be placed under the 
control of the senate of the University 
of Alberta. It is expected that the 
membership of the association 
summer will be about fifty, including 
the Dominion land surveyors who tem- 
porarily work in Alberta during the 
summer months.

Commissioner Perry says it Will Have 
to be Doubled to Meet the Growing 
Needs—Some Interesting Statistics 
Regarding the Work Being Perform. 
ed by the Guardians of the Prairies, 
in Annual Report Just Issued. 


Ottawa.—The annual Royal North- 
west Mounted Police hg * just issued 
states that on Sept. last the 
strength of the force fey as follows: 

Fifty-one oicers, 600 non-comrmis- 
sionea oiticers and constables and 558 
horses. Compared with last year this 
is a gain of 2 constables and ‘45 horses. 
here are 51 men in Alberta, 306 in 
Saskatchewan, 31 in the ‘Northwest 
Territory and 74 in the Yukon. 

Commissioner Perry points out that 
every officer commanding a district 
finds much difficulty in meeting the 
legitimate requirements of his district 
with the strength at his disposal. The 
villages, railway stations and isolated 

settlements are increasing so rapid] 
that the strength of the force will 
have to be doubled to meet all the de- 
mands made upon it. 

Fourteen cases of murder were 
dealt with last year, which iricluded 
three which occurred over four years 
before. 

During the eleven months of 1908- 

, 5.849 cases were entered, as 
against 6.377 during the previous 
twelve months. The report says there 
is a decided increase in offences 
against women. The crop of horse 
thieves does not fail, including 44 con- 
victions. Praise is given: Sergt. Ensor 
for his good_ work in running down 
offenders. Excessive drinking was 
responsible for 1.561 convictions. 
Thirteen thousand three hundred and 
twenty-six prisoners were taken into 
custody the last ten years.

Assassination of Manuel is Plotted 


Lisbon.—In connection with the fir- 
ing upon bystander: of a group of men 
who were prowling around the Necessi- 
dades’ palace recently and the arrest 
of a number of Republicans, ‘the 
lice announced that they have dis. 
covered a widespread revolutionary 
con™iracy. 

Additional arrests have been made 
of the men sunposed to be the ring- 
leaders, and the police have seized 
large quantities of explosives, arms 
and complete disguises. Several of 
these in the hands of the authorities 
have confessed that they and members 
of secret societies had banded _ to- 
gether in a plot to overturn the gov- 
ernment, 

Their exact nlang have not been re- 
vealed, hut the Liebo bon newspapers 
declare that these included the as- 
sessination of King Manuel. 

The plot was unearthed as a se- 
cuence of the murder at Cascaes, not 
far from J.isbon. of one of the revolu- 
tionists who was slrin by his fellows 
on the ground of treachery. 


Hailah Site of the Garden of Eden 

New York.—A cable dispatch from 
Constantinople says that according to 
the Journal de Stamboul, Sir William 
Willcocks, the Pritish advisor to the 
minister of public works, thinks he 
hes determined the exact site of the 
Garden of Even. He places it at 
Hailah, a flourishing oasis some 250 
kilometres northwest of Bagdad. 
Through this site the Euphrates runs, 
and is divided into four arms repre- 
senting the four rivers of Eden, Sir 
William suggests that the deluge was 
merely the flooding of the entire vlain 
between the Euphrates and the Tigres, 
owing to these rivers breaking down 
the irrigation dykes which had been 
bnilt by the pastoral dwellers on the 
plain. 


Sword is Power 

’ Berlin, —A remarkable naval ad- 
dress, which is described by the North 
German Gazette as a crowning effort, 
was delivered by Dr. Schmidt at the 
annual festival of the German Stud- 
ents union. Dr. Schmidt said in part: 
“Large divisions of our people do not 
know what ovr army and fleet are 
and what we gain by them. A genera- 
tion of peace has depriv: ed us of actual 
knowledge of them. It is our duty to 
revive this knowledge. We thank the 
kaiser for providing us with such a 
magnificent navy. The _ studious 
youth who does not fulfill the task of 
being German, Christian and soldier 
is contemptible, The German sword 
is Germany’s power .and the army 
and navy are worth our cheers.”’

EVERY INDICATION THAT Gov- 
ERNMENT WILL BE RETURNED 


Result of First Balloting Does Not 
Place Either Party in a Command- 
ing Position—Liberals will Remain 
in Power, but with a Greatly Re- 

. duced Majority—Unionists Have 
Gained a Number of Seats. 


London.—The first engagement in 
the fight for tariff reform, a great 
navy, and the supremacy of the Lords 
as against free trade, reform of the 
House of Lords and home rule, ended 
with neither party in a commanding 
position. The results of the polling 
tends to confirm the forecast that the 
Liberals, will retain control of the 
overnment, but with a greatly re- 

ueed majority. 

The Unionists have gained 
coure ing nuniber of seats, alfhough , 
less than 29, which they expected to 
take ‘away, from we Liberals out of 
the 74 balloted for. 

‘The populbr vote goes strongly 
against-the Liberals. The members of 
that party who hold seats, won them 
by majorities -ranging trom 50 to bv 
per cent. below their majorities in 
special conditions figured in the cam- 
paign. The popular votes polled by 
the Liberals for the twelve London 
seats, shows a stronger hold on power 
than in the provinces. The majority 
|of the London boroughs were labor 
| districts. Of these the Unionists car- 
ried_ five, three being captured from 
the Liberel column, but by small mar- 
gins. 

Manchester and Birmingham gave 
Unionist gains, Birmingham has been 
strongly Consorvative, largely the re- 
| sult of Joseph Chamberlain’s crusade 
for protection, and the Unionists car- 
ried the city solidly by increased ma- 
iorities, nearly 80 per cent. larger than 
|in 1906. In Manchester the Unionists 
increased their votes for while the Lib- 
erals still have five of the six seats, 
the Liberal majorities were decreased 
nearly 9,000. The most sweeping 
change in London, was in Fulham bor- 
ough, where the middle class ponula- 
tion went enthusiastically for tariff re- 
‘orm, giving W. Hayes Fisher, the 
Unionist candidate. a maiority of two 
thonsand. In this borough in the last 
election, the majority went to the Lib- 
erals by 600. Devonport, where the 
big navy issue was predominant, 
wined out the Liberal majority of 
1.300, end returned two Uniontsts by 
500. Sir J. Jackson and Sir Klinoch. 
Sir Henry Norman, the Liberal jour- 
nalist recently anpointed assistant at 
Wolverhampton South, by a small ma- 
jority.
